Lord Minto, Governor General of India, 
was received on Saturday last with marked 
ceremony ard respeet. 

At an early hour a Commission consiste 
ing of Mr. Rob.nson, Collector of. Customs, 
Captain Fravers, Town Major, and Mr. 


Assistant to tho 





Lynch, Master Attendant, proceeded on 
Board His Majesty's Frigate Hussar, to re- 
ceive the Portrait and convey it on shore, 
The troops in the Cantonmentof Welteve 
reden were at the same time uncler arms, 
and on the Portrait being landed, a solute 
at the Master Attendant’s W harf annvunc- 
ed its arrival, and a few de joie was fired 
by the line. E 

‘The Honorable the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, the Commander of the Forces, and 
the Members of Council, assembled at the 
Council Chamber at about 8 o'clock, and 
were met there by a numerous assemblage 
comprising the most respectabie Inhabi- 
tants of - Batavia and its Environs— 
among whom we observed Mr. Siberg, 
formerly Governor General, and Mr. En- 
gelhard, formerly Governor of Java, who, 
with some others of the Members of thu 
Dutch Government took their seat at the 
Council table. On the arrival of the 
Portrait at the Council-hotise, escorted by 
a party of the Hussar Corps, and in charge 
of the Committee above stated, a Commise 
sion was sent from the Council Chamber, 
censisting of Mr. Mauntinghe, Member of 
Council, Mr, Engelhard, Major Johnson, 
and Mr. Robinson, to bring it into the room, 
where it was received with an appropriate 
salute. 

The Honorable the Lieutenant Governor 
then addressed the Meeting, pointing out 
the purpose for which they were assem- 
bled, adverting to the address recently 
framed and transmitted to the Right Hon- 
orable Lord Min ro, from the Dutch inha- 
bitants of this place, (which will be found 
in our subsequent columns) and proposing 
an appropriate acknowledgement of the 
favor conterped by His Lordship on this 
Colony in having thus placed his Portrait 
in their possession. 

Mr. Muntinghe then rose, and in the 
name of the Commission appointed to pres 
seut the picture, addressed the Lieutenant 
Governor in reply, in a manty, elegant, 
and erergetic speech,the purport of which 
was as follows s 

& Jt is with peculiar satisfaction to our- 
€ selves that we'have the honor to place bee 
& fore the Honorable the Lientenant Gòv- 
‘<erner and highly respectable assem- 
&& hlage of Gentlemen present, (Ìre picture

sé Tand, Lord Meyro.—Congratulating the

Cit as a pledge of the gracious manner in

We, the undersignod Dutch Inhabitants of 
the City of Batavia and ìts Euvirons, take the 
liberty to offer to yuu on the occasion of 
yoùr departure from india, the scntimenfs of 
respect, fidelity and gratitude, with which our 
hearts are filled towards your Lordship’s per= 
Son and Government. 

Im making krawn to your Lordship these 
tentiments, we acquit oursclvcs of a most 
agrecably duty; we are: but the interpreters 
of feelings which every true Hollander expen 
Fienced during your Lordship’s stay on this 
Ísland, and which have continually been felt 
Bince your departure to the seat of the Sax 
Preme Goveroment of India, 

And is it not very natura), that we should 
feel real gratitude when we call to our _recol.

This Island, eonquered by the arms, and 
Annexed to the Empire of Great Britain, it 
Was the glory of your Lordship to have saved

3y the measures of the former Government, 
Cut of as it were from the relatious which 


bind sociely, and thencé exposed to the 
treachery of the Natives, pour Lordship gave 
security to our families and property, and 
our conqueror became our Saviour and Pro.

‘Abandoned without reserve to the discree 


tion of a conqueror, we received from you the 
consoliag assurance that the British Govern. 
ment wanted not the restrictions of a. con. 
vention to observe (he duties of humanity and 
beneficence ; and we were allowed the same 
rights and privileges that the subjects of 
Great Britain enjoy in India. 

In short, we became English Subjects, and 
the protecting care of your Lordship to us as 
such, has not ceascd to be felt since your de 
parture’ from this Colony.—the favorable 
consideration which your Lordship has since 
given to the pretensions made by the Creditprs 
of the former Government is a proof of this, 
and we flatter ourselves that the interests of 


“those concerned will continue to be found an 


object deserving of your paternal attention. 
We slrould not hewever do jastice to our 
feelings of gratitude if we did not in au espe. 


“ cial manner express them for your choice in 


having nominated the Honorable T. S. Rar. 
PLES as the representative of your Lordship in 
these Colonies. 

Conducted by his genius to effect whatever 
is magnanimous and’ good, he pursues the 
course in which your Lordship set the ex. 
ample, and we rcjoice in the victories which 
this Government has accomplished as well 
over a perfidious and dangerous Ally on this 
Island as over the disobedieut and cruel Prince 
of Palembang. 

But that we may avoid the appearance as 
much as we would the guilt ‘of flattery, we 
will on!y add our prayer that the Almighty 
may bless your efforts far a happy and pross 
perous Government. 

My Loro!—Now that you are upon the 
point of quittiug these Eastern Regions, may 


_ the satisfaction of the good which you have 


done to this Colony, and the gratitude with 
which every heart is fall, be t» you a conso- 
lation and a recompence for the eztravrdinary 
fatigues and dangers which you have incurred, 
and ín some degree for the afllicting loss of a 
near and dear tie on your äffection, at the 
period of your prgceeding to the conquest of 


this Ísland. ders bef 
Many amoug us, who, under ‘providence, 


“are indebted to your Lordship for aur lives 


and for our subsistence, will never cease to 
calf you our Father and Protector. And weé 
all recommend our interests to a continuation 
of your care and protection. 


We would entreat of you to consider that’ 
we are the descendants of a nation, one of 


the most ancient allies and Companions in 
Fuith of Great Britain ; and that during the 
Beign of the Houte of the Stadt.holders, @ 
period existed the most glorious for the people. 
of both nations. 

It is in consequence, that we dare to give 


to your Lordsbip an anreserved assurance of 


the fidelity and loyalty of the Duich Inhabi. 
tants of these Colonies, and we flatter. our. 
selves uuder this consideration. that the as 
suranees of gratitude and respect which we 
now offer will be gracieusly received by your 


Lordship ; and that our prayers to the Al 
mighty that his blessing may coutinualiy re. 


pese on your person and on whatever is ree 
lated to you may not be anheard. 

Nothing hewever would be more. agreeable 
to us than the power of ouce more expressing 
these sontimeuts in person to your Lordship

the fatignes aud the dangers of so circuitous 
a route, are an obstacle to our wishes, we 
take the liberty at any rate, to solicit that 
our Agent at Calcutta may be permitted to 
have your Lordship’stikeness taken in a 
picture, in order that it may be placed 
Mm the Government House of this capital, 
to remain in remembrance of the emineut 
services which you have rendered. to this 
Colony, and of the. gratitude, fidelity, and 
respect which every Hollander bears to your 
Lordskip.”

In conclusion may ‘we be permitted to 
solicit your Lordship’s kind recommendation 
of the interests. of the inhabitants of Java 
to your successor in, the Supreme Govern.

His 
Majesty and the country have to depfore the 
loss of àn able and most galant officer in 
Major General Brock, who fell early in the 
battle at the head of the flank companies of 
the 49th regiment, while nobly encouraging 
them to sustain their positiou, in opposition 
to ap infnitely superior förce. until the rein. 
forcements he had ordered to advanceto their 
support should arrivé. For further partie 
Culars of this splendid affair, I beg leave to 
refer yonr Lordship to Major Genctal 
Sheaffe’s report, herewith transmitted. [ also 
tranéiit a general order [ have just issued to 
the forces in the British American Provinces 
on the occasion of this important success, as 
it contains a statement of the services render. 
ed by all who had the good fortune so main. 
tain on that day the fame of his Majesty's 
arms, and to convince our deluded neighbour 
that their superiority in numbess:cannot inti. 
midate his Majesty's army, nor shake the 
fidelity of his Capadian snbjects.

DEPEAT OF THE AMRRICAN ARME... 
EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM BEURT GEORGE, 
„ _ BATED ocT, 14, 1812 : 

<< His Majesty's arms gained a complete 
victory over those of the United States, yes. 
terday, in a very brilliant affair, which lasted 
from day.break untit half.past two p. wm. 
The énemy had landed a considerable body of 
meu, ùnder the mountain, at Quecenstowa, in 
the night; whieb had opt been perceived by 
eur troops until a short time before day light ; 
when, by a spirited fire upon their boats, we 
succeeded in destroying four of them and a 
scaw, fult of troopss many were drowned, 
and the remainder of the party sùrrendered, 
By this time intelligence was received of their 
actual landing; directiaus wereleft to destroy 
Niagara, and a party advanced with 2 six. 
poundersand a howitzer, On reäching Queens. 
town, the enemy were found in pessession of 
that plaae, the towu eracaated by our troops, 


and our dear brave Genera! Brock killed and 
ia their possession. No time was to be lost, 
the party dashed forward, and in less than an 
hour, dislodged the enemy from the town, 
and forced him to the summit of the moun. 
tain. We sustained the fire of two mortars, 
& eighteen-pounders, and @ six-pounders, 
from their side of the river. ‘Pheir mortars 
and six-pounders were sileneed three ditterent 
times; but the I8.pounder battery on the 
summit of the mountain, was out of range. 
Owing to our fire the enemy was, in a great 
degree, prevented from reinforcing his strength, 
though not altogether, as they occasionally 
pushed over boats filled with troops. 

té We kept our ground the whole day, and 
as their left flank was attacked by the Indians 
and supported by the regulars and militia, 
their right was kept in check ; and they soon 
were obliged to abandon their six-pounder, 
which fell into our hands.

dershot. A Captain of Militia was of much

HORRID MURDER, 

Saturday morning, a farmer’s wife near 
Kings-bridge, Devon, was found muriere 
ed in the kitchen, on the return of her 
husband from labour. ‘Ehe clothes of the 
murderer were found in the kitchen, he 
having, with great coolness, put on those 
of the master of the house. A close pure 
suit was instantly cominenced by Mr. 
Lane and others, from Kings-bridge ; aud 
as it was judged probabte thatthe villain had 
taken a route Westward, they proccede 
ed to Plymouth. The Constables of Piye 
mouth and of Plymouth-dock were soon 
on the alert, and vigilantly -exämined (he 
whole of the public-houses, &c. on Sune 
dav, without effect. ; 

On Monday morning however, although 
it blew a most tremendous gale, Mr. Laue 
determined tó cross the New Passage near 
Plymouth-dock, and seized the murderer 
in the Passage House, on the opposite side, 
at Torpoint, preparing ta go into Cron wall. 
He had then on the clothes of the husband 
of thedeceased instantly confessed the fact, 
and was recognised as a well known pedes- 
trian who had been in the habit of supply- 
ing the counties of Devon and Corn walt 
wich ballads, &c. &e. He said that he 
approached the house in which the dee 
ceased lived, and having ascertaincd 
the absekoe eff the owner, he eutere 
ed. the kitchen, found (he woman 
busity employed about dinner, knocked 
her down with a broomstick, took upa 
billebook which he stuck into hèr neck, and 
finished the business by cutting her throat 
with a praniug knife. ‘That he then took 
Al, out of her pocket, and opening a draw 
er, took cut the clothes of her husband and 
put tbem on, leaving his owa on the 
grouud, . : 

Being strongly suspected of the-horrible 
murder of Margaret Huxtable, of Ded- 
broek, he dechined answering the: quese 
tions put to him: said, that he knew he 
should he bung=—and that, if he had aap 
confesstons to make, he had time ou {he 
road, and should have some gonversation 
with the officers: Before he quitted Piy- 
mouthedock, hewas recognise by an offi 
cer, as having been sentenced to two yvars 
imprisonment af Exeter, in the year 1809, 
for attempting to violate and rarder a 
child. The sumilarity of this latter CASE, 
with the Irorrible circumstances attendant 
on the rape and murder of the anfortunate 
infant, Husxtable, render it a matter of 
considerable probability that this wretch 
is the vile perpetrator of the latter deed 
—a deed which, if considered in alÂ its cire 
cumstances, ts, perhaps, unparalleled, 
even iu the annals of atrocity.

_PARISIAN CONSPIRACH. 


PARIS, Ocr. 24. on 

The day befote yesterday, (Oct. 23.) at 
half past seven in the morning, the three 
Ex-Generals, Mallet, Lahorie, and Gui- 
dal, attempted acts of violence against the 
authorities specially charged with maine 
taining the public order of this capital.
